One very important borne ser¬ 
vice of the local Red Cross 
Cliaptcr is sponsoring the Visit¬ 
ing Nurse for the community. 
I’lio Chapter has employed the 
Visiting Nurse Association of 
Pasadena, Ltd. and reports 84 
visits made during the year. 
The charge per visit being $2.2.5. 
The patients paid for the visit 
per.sonally or as much as they 
were able to and tlie Red Cross 
mot the deficit. Of the total 
cost $Uifi..50 the local Chapter 
paid $45.26 during the year; full 
pay for 20; partial pay 54 and 
10 calls free.
